The Association of Scientologists 
for Reform, a non-profit organiza- 
tion separate from the Church it- 
self, sponsors reform groups in

Reduced Crime 


According to a July 1975 Gallup poll, 
crime is the number one worry in the 
U.S. 

About 70% of all crime in this country 
is committed by repeat offenders. The 
FBI estimates that 85% of those released 
from jails, prisons and reform schools 
wind up back shortly in a similiar institu- 
tion. 

Out of a growing awareness and con- 
cern about rising crime, the Committee 
to Re-Involve Ex-Offenders (CREO) was 
formed to get at the root of the crime 
problem: our current system does not 
rehabilitiate or correct criminals. 

By investigation of just what WAS 
going on in the prisons, CREO brought 
the following to light: 

l. Training to bring the criminal back 
into society as a productive individual is 
grossly inadequate. In California state 
prisons, only 25% of prisoners are in- 


volved in a training program. 34% work in 
some way in correctional industry or 
maintenance. 35% are idle. Worse, of 
those taking vocational training, six 
months after release only 15% were 
found employed. 

2. The use of mind-affecting drugs 
by prison psychiatrists is widespread. 
This is all the more alarming consider- 
ing drug abuse is second only to robbery 
in frequency of offense! Several cases 
have been reported where inmates were 
not allowed off drugs even at their own 
request. Nothing effective, either, is done 
to stop the flow of illicit drugs into state 
penitentiaries. 

3. A lifestyle of violence is fostered 
in the prisons themselves. Violence in 
prisons is increasing even more rapidly 
than violence in the street 

4. Use of prisoners as guinea pigs 
further reduces their self-respect and

exposes them to possible permanent 
damage. According: to recent FDA 
Statistics, 90% of new drugs are first 
tested on prison inmates. “Prisoners 
make much better subjects than chimpan- 
zees and they are a lot cheaper,” said one 
doctor. Due to the meager amounts of 
money convicts are given, even very small 
incentives are enough to induce the 
prisoner to participate in experiments 
which have unknown and often danger- 
ous side effects. 


CREO is working around the country 
to orient our current system toward 
rehabilitatmg the prisoner, not just 
incarcerating him. CREO urges vocational 
training be used to give the offender 
something productive he can do when he 
returns to society. 


CREO has stressed that education is 
also needed to help the offender under- 
stand the society in which he is seeking 
to survive. Effective personal counseling 
and drug rehabilitation 
needed to stop the revolving door of 


prison-release-return to prison 


CREO has called for an end of use of 
mind-affecting drugs which only lessen 
the prisoner’s ability to cope with the 
outside world and do not handle the 
causes of the problems that got him into 
prison 


A bill is now pending in the California 
legislature to stop human experimentation 
on prisoners. CREO members worked 
heavily with legislators on the proposal 
of this bill, which is a first step toward 
reducing crime by halting the process of 
degradation in today’s prisons 


Sane Treatment 
for Mental Patients 


The Citizens Commission on Human 
Rights (CCHR) was formed in 1969 by 
Rev. Kenneth Whitman and attorney 
John J. Matonis, to free a 35 year old 
Hungarian refugee from Haverford State 
Hospital in Pennsylvania. The refugee, 
Victor Gyory, unable to speak English, 
was being given electro-convulsive therapy 
against his will. Securing his release led to 
further investigation into human experi- 
mentation, involuntary commitment 
barbaric psychiatric treatments and the 
desperate need for reform in the mental 
health field. 

Tours of mental hospitals conducted 
nationally by CCHR over the last 5 years 
have resulted in correction of unsanitary 
and illegal activities in New York and 
Missouri.

Of nursing homes across the U.S., 
more than 60% do not meet federal 
standards which have been in the books 
since 1967 but not enforced. 


Currently, little encouragement is 
given for returning patients to their 
homes in the community. The Gerus 
Society has called for dignity for the 
aged, and use of the vast resources the 
elderly represent so they can continue to 
contribute to society. 


Local coordinator for the Los Angeles 
Gerus Society has been Jane Copley, 
Saint Hill Special Briefing Course gra- 
duate, a registered nurse who super- 


the most vocal supporters of the bill 
was the NAAPT, who has strongly 
pointed out that the massive failure to 
cope with this problem on the part of 
the mental health system has resulted 
in serious increase. in alcoholism in 
this country. 


Amazed at how little most physicians 
were found to know about treatment for 
alcoholism, NAAPT has authored legisla- 
tion to require medical students to 
devote a certain number of units to study 
of alcoholism. 


After NAAPT investigation into New 
England hospital alcoholic wards, four 
bills were proposed prohibiting the use 
of shock and mind-altering drugs on 
alcoholics. Endorsed by the Boston 
City Council, both bills were filed in 
December 1975 in the Massachusetts 
State Legislature. 


A recent survey of Los Angeles clergy 
by NAAPT disclosed that 72% feel 
alcoholism is a spiritual affliction, and 
52% feel individual counseling is the best 
means of handling it. Certainly such 
programs have consistently demonstrated 


“better results than the life-destroying 


treatments alcoholics have received at the 
hands of psychiatry. The alcoholic and 
his family deserve treatment worthy of 
their trust when they seek help.
